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Commision Bails Out Forestry 


Department With $5000 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday at the 
courthouse in Enterprise and voted to 
make a special $5,000 appropriation to 
the Alabama Forestry Commission to 
keep the forestry department active in 
Coffee County. 

County Forestry Supervisor Wayne 
Roberts, a regular visitor in recent 
weeks, asked the commission if it had 
made a decision on his request for a 
truck. 

“If you haven't found a truck,”’ said 
Roberts, *‘we will be out of business as 
of tomorrow. The old truck has 166,000 
miles on it and it is totally worn out. We 
have to push it off. We are also out of 
money, so, there is really no need in 
having a truck if you don’t have any 
money to operate it on.”’ 

Roberts stated there had been 87 
fires in the county since January and 
that one barn had burned. According to 
him, fires statewide have already 
claimed 21 occupied homes and 28 
unoccupied homes. 

‘I am afraid we will have twice as 
many fires this year as we did last 
year,”’ added Roberts. ‘‘We had $3,700 
in our budget for operating expenses of 
our vehicles, and after three months we 
have only $200 left.”’ 

The commission said it had checked 
on five trucks in their price range, and 
confirmed Roberts’ earlier request for 
$14,000 ($10,000 for a truck and $4,000 
operating expense). Commissioner Rex 
Boutwell suggested the county come up 
with some money and let the Forestry 
Department get the engine on the old 
truck in operating condition. 

Commissioner Marvin Bowden 
thought the need was urgent and made 
a motion to send out invitations for bids 
on a used truck. The commissioners 
seemed surprised by the motion and 
agreed to act on it after lunch. 
Following the one-hour break, they 
voted unanimously to make a $5,000 
appropriation to the department. 

Monday’s meeting actually began at 
10 a.m. with Commissioners Gilmer 
Grant and Charlie Mack Martin absent. 
The first order of business was to open 
bids on asphalt for the county Highway 
Department. The only companies sub- 
mitting bids were Hunt Oil and Asphalt 
Materiais Inc., and the bids were on 
three items. After studying the bids, the 
commission voted to go along with the 
engineer’s recommendation and accept 
the bid from Asphalt Materials Inc. 

Bids were also opened on treated 
timber for bridge work. Bids were 
received from T.R. Miller Mill Company 
and TMA Forest Products. Both com- 
panies were low on eight items, but 
updn recommendation of the engineer, 
the bid from TMA was accepted. The 
determining factor in the bids was 
apparently the price guarantee. 

A resident from Highway 48 addres- 
sed the commissioners about a problem 
on the road on which he lives. He 
said he signed papers to have work done 
more than a year ago, but nothing has 
been done. The man stated the road is 


washing into a hole and said over 
100-feet of concrete flume has already 
washed into the hole. 

The commissioners agreed the prob- 
lem should have been corrected several 
years ago and all voiced approval for the 
work to be done as soon as possible. 

During Monday’s meeting, the com- 
mission entered into an agreement with 
the State Highway Department to have 
almost $200,000 in roadwork done in the 
county. The agreement involves two 
projects and will be paid through 75-25 
percent matching funds. It will cost the 
county more than $44,000. One project 
is for work on County Road 70, from 
Hwy. 84, from Danley’s Crossroads to 
the Covington County line. The second 
ison County Road 14, from Battens 
Crossroads to Double Bride Creek. 

In other action, the commission: 
***was told the sanitary landfill re- 
ceived a score of 253 out of 270 during 
a recent inspection and it met all state 
standards; 

***concurred on an A-95 Review for a 
grant of $219,976 for the Human 
Resource Development Commission (for 
administrative costs); 

***concurred on an A-95 Review for a 
grant of $144,203 for the Southeast 
Alabama Health Systems Agency; 
***was informed in a letter that the 
State Department of Industrial Rela- 
tions would close an office in the Elba 
courthouse due to lack of participation; 
***was informed in a letter from the 
State Department of Public Healt) that 
two wells must be drilled at the landfill; 
***was told by Judge James L. Sawyer 
(as requested by the Department of 
Highway and Traffic Safety) that the old 
driving academy in Enterprise has an 
appraised value of $115,000; 


***failed to fill a vacancy on the 
Community Mental Health Board; 
***appointed Rodney McDaniel to a 
six-year term on the Bethany Water 
Authority; 

***appointed Jimmy Clark to a six-year 
term on the Goodman Water Authority; 
***appointed Rufus Bradley to fill the 
unexpired term of Eugene Bradley to 
expire in 1985; 

***sent out invitations to bid on pipe to 
be used by the highway department; 
***authorized the engineer to attend a 
two-day conference in Montgomery, 
April 27-28. 

***paid bills.

All 
kindergarten students’ speech, hearing 
and vision will be evaluated at the 
beginning of the 1981-82 school year.

Commissioner Bradley & forestry official Wayne Roberts 
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Green Life Project Takes 
Senior Citizens Outdoors

James Harnmond’s thoughts on 
growing old is that feeling completely 
useless is the worst thing that can 
happen to a person. His own determina- 
tion noi to “Feel useless’ prompted 
him to follow through with an idea to 
give senior citizens something to do 
with their spare time. 

Hammond is spearheading the 
Green Life Project in Elba. This project 
is somewhat of a variation on other 
organizations and activities designed 
specifically for senior citizens. 

Through an agreement with the city, 
Hammond has five acres of land along 
Adkison Street designated as a garden 
spot for local citizens over 60-years-old, 

The project is designed for persons 
in this age group who do not have land 
available for a garden or who are 
physically unable to tend one. 

Each participant is assigned a plot 
based on the size of his or her family. 
Seeds and fertilizer are also alloted to 
the gardeners and they are then ready 
to start planting. 

“I saw a need for something like 
this. These older people often don’t 
have anything to do except sit and look 
at the walls, and reminisce about things 
in the past which they should keep off 
their minds,”’ said Hammond, 

“Getting them outside and doing a 
little gardening makes them feel useful, 
and for me personally, if I couldn't feel 
like I was being useful there wouldn't 


hi 
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be a lot of enjoyment in life for me,”’ 
Hammond continued 

When Bob English was campaigning 
for mayor, Hammond seid the candidate 
talked with him about possibly serving 
on a civic committee. Hammond started 
thinking about how he could best help 
others and came up with the idea for the 
Green Life Project. 

“Mr. Hammond came to us with his 
proposal and the city agreed to let him 
use some property that was adjacent to 
his. It (the project) seems to be a good 
thing and he’s really working hard on 
it,"" said City Clerk Jack Prescott. 

The city is only supplying part of the 
land for gardens and Hammond is 
responsible for seeking donations from 
local merchants and individuals. Pres- 
cott is helping him with the records or 
donations and various other details 
involved in setting up the organization. 

So far, Hammond has collected more 
than $100 and serveral local garden 
shops have donated seeds and fertilizer 
to the effort. The money will be used to 
purchase additional seeds, gardening, 
supplies, and to cover any other 
expenses which may be - incurred. 

“‘He’s just trying to help people 
provide food. for themselves and this 
seems to be a good way of doing it,”’ 
noted Prescott. 

Hammond is a native of Elba But 
lived in Detroit, Mich. until two years 
ago when he moved back to his 
hometown. It was then that he observed 
many older people: with nothing to ‘do

but idle their time away. Even though 
he was classified as a senior citizen at 
the age of SS in Detroit, Hammond 
regressed in his age classification 
during the move South, and decided he 
wanted to do something to help these 
citizens help themselves 

Hammond has signed 4p 22 persons 
who are interested in either planting 
gardens or later joining the Green Life 
Project. He has already alloted eight 
garden spaces and several persons have 
planted theirs. 

If a person is physically unable to 
work in the garden, Hammond and 
other volunteers will plant for them. 
But, he noted, the person must come to 
the garden in person to tell them what 
vegetables they want. He also emphasi- 
zed that the Green Life Project is 
intended for both black and white 
citizens of this community. 

The garden is located on Adkison 
Street near the corner of Claxton 
Avenue. Others devoting much of their 
time and efforts to the project are 
Robert Harris, Rev. George Galloway, 
Bud Hammond, and Grace Simmons, 

Any surplus produce at the end of 
the season will be sold at curb markets. 
Hammond said the profits will be used 
to set up a Green Life Club and plan 
activities and events for the members. 

According to Hammond, more ferti- 
lizer and seeds are still needed. Anyone 
with a donation or interested in acquir- 
ing a garden plot should contact him, 
Grace Simmons, or Byd Hammond.

ucation Elmer Taylor, the Middle 
School roof has been leaking almost 
constantly for more than five years. 
Even though repairs have been made, 
leaks reappear during every rain. 

Celotex constructed the original roof 
at the school, but sub-contracted with 
Esmac Company of Enterprise to do the 
repair work. 

Board Attorney Kenneth Fuller has 
requested Taylor to gather plans and 
specifications for a new roof before he 
contacts Celotex officials about the 
board's decision to settle the matter in 
court. According to Taylor, it may still 
take a month to six weeks for architects 
to prepare the plans. But he also stated 
that a new roof will definitely be 
constructed at the school this summer. 

At this point, the board is planning 
to complete the roof at an estimated cost 
of $40,000 and then seek the costs of a 
new roof and repairs tp the facility's 
damaged interior from Celotex. 

Taylor said he has repeatedly tried 
to negotiate a solution to the problem 
with Celotex formore than a year but ail 
efforts seem to have tailed. A letter 
dated Jan. 29, 1981 from the board 
informed the company that a 
water-tight roof was needed immedia- 
tely. However, the roof has not been 


made water-tight, said Taylor. 

Charles Pearce, principal at the 
Middle School, said several teachers 
told him the roof has leaked since the 
first year the school opened, nine years 
ago. 

“There is some improvement, but 
we've still got a few leaks. Although it’t 
not anything like it was,’’ Pearce 
explained. During every rainstorm, 
buckets can be seen in the halls and 
classrooms, filled with rainwater seep- 
ing through the roof. 

“I can’t look those teachers in the 
eye. We haven't been fair to them or the 


students to ask them to go to school with 
that stinking carpet and them having to 
duck every time it rains,’’ said board 
member Paul King.

‘It is important to the 
owners’ safety, as well as 
that of their passengers and 
others using the state’s 
highways to have these mo- 
difications done immedia- 
tely,’’ Graddick said. ‘‘In 
some cases, it takes as little 
as 1U munutes to make life- 
saving adjustments.” 

‘*My office is attempting 
to lielp Alaubamians protect 
themselves from _ potential 
safety hazards by providing 
information to consumers,” 
Graddick said. He noted 
there is no charge for the 
corrective work.

Tracing family ties result 
in uncovering grave

After Alex Haley popula 
rized several years of re 
searching his fartily histor) 
in the book and televisior 
series, *‘Roots’’, an interes! 
in tracing family trees inten- 
sified throughout the 
country. 

While many persons in- 
terested in genealogy stop 
after recordigg two or maybe 
three generations of their 
ancestry, two Elba natives 
were fot satisfied with a 
scant history of their family. 
Instead they spent approxi- 
mately eight years research- 
ing seven generations of 
their heritage and uncovered 
the grave of one of their 
original American ancestors. 

Nell Wilson Gilmer and 
Christine Wilson Knudson, 
daughters of the late Ruth

Gilmer now lives in Winston- 
Salem, N.C., and Mrs 
Knudson in Alexandria, VA 

According to their re- 
search, the oldest traceable 
ancestor of this particular 
Smith branch was none other 
than--John Smith. While the 
name ‘‘John Smith" is often 
used as an alias, this John 
apparently had no reason to 
try to hide his true identity 
since he was regarded as 
somewhat of a hero during 
the 18th century. 

Smith was awarded a 
league of land in Rocking- 


Smith Wilson, recently com 
pleted updating the 1903 
version of the Smith family 
history. While the older copy 
contained many names and 
dates important to the Smith 
ancestry, the two sisters 
were able to add even more 
data which they hope future 
generations will find inte 
resting. 

A copy of the history was 
presented to the Elba Public 
Library last week by Harris 
Winston, a cousin of the two 
historical researchers.

Smith's tombstone in the 
family cemetery near Reids- 
ville, N.C. indicates he died 
at the age of 80 in March 
1798. The cemetery had not 
been recorded in the county 
historical list of early ceme- 
teries but a written descrip- 
tion in the published history 
provided enough details for 
the two determined descen- 


dants to plow their way 
through briers and over- 
grown grasses until they 
uncovered the tombstone. 


The family graveyard is now 
located on property owned 
by Duke Power Company, 
but a barbed-wire fence en- 
closes the area and the 
tombstones are still in place. 

The Smiths’ outstanding 
military tradition was passed 
on to John's son, Samuel, 
who fought for colonial inde- 
pehdence during the Ameri- 
can Revolution. Many of his 
descendants, including Nell 
and Christine, have become 
members of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

Samuel's grandson, Wil- 
liam Cole Smith, served in 
the Civil War, Co. A, 15th 
Ala. Regiment and is buried 
at Evergreen Cemetery in 
Elba. He was married twice, 
first to Isabella Taylor and 
after her death, to Barbara 
Ann Mays. 

William had 12 children-- 
9 sons: William Kirby, Allen 
Aubry, Thomas Early, Wal- 
ter Taylor, Oswald Cole, 
Claude N., Algennon R.

He sug- 
gested that Joseph's class 
could be taught in a main 
Talladega County high 
school building rather than in 
the isolated Munford Center, 
where only retarded students 
are taught and where Joseph 
is currently enrolled. 

“That professional edu- 
cators in Alabama could say 
that Joseph's educational 
program at Munford was 
appropriate is pathetic and 
inexcusable,’’ said Dr. 
Brown. ‘‘I hope that local 
school districts everywhere 
will learn an important les- 
son from this case. Talladega 
County has spent thousands 
of dollars in legal fees trying 
to deny this kid an appro- 
priate education. If they had 
spent even a small portion of 
that money for direct service 
to this child instead, every- 
body would be better off.’’ 

Joseph, now 18-years old, 
was born with both mental 
and physical impairments. 
When the Campbells as- 
sumed custody of him.at the 
age of three, he could not 
walk. Doctors told them he 
never would, but Mrs. 
Campbell taught him within 
a year. 

As the years went by, the 
Campbells looked  every- 
where for help for Joseph. 
Because they had no money 
for private facilities, they 
turned to public agencies for

PLANTING TIME 


1 read something that 
Will Rogers said recently 
which reminds me of last 
year’s crop. Rogers said, 
“Things can’t go on like this, 
and they didn’t. They got 
worse.’” 

I certainly would not take

issue with anything that Will 
Rogers said. However, I am 
approaching this planting 
Season with total confidence 
that we will get rainfall 
during the key months of 
July and August when it is 
really needed. I look for 
things to get a lot better for 
farmers in Coffee County this 
year. : 

The most critical thing 
right now is getting a stand 
of peanuts. Growers don't 
want to plant too early 
because they are afraid it is 
not warm enough. On the 
other hand, there is always 
the possibility that the soil 
will get warm but will be too 
dry. Then there is always a 
possibility of a lot of rain 
keeping the planters out of 
the field. In any event, the 
time is approaching when we 
heed to be putting the 
peanuts in the ground. 


SOYBEANS 


There is lots of interest in 
soybeans in Coffee County. 
We are planting a few 
additional acres each year. It 
appears that corn acreage is 
gradually going down and 
soybeans are increasing 
slowly. 

Dr. John Henderson, our 
soybean specialist at Au- 
burn, thinks that soybeans 


may sell this fall for $7.50 to 
37.75 a bushel. This, of 
course, will be enough to 
make a profit if you can make 
a fair yield. 

We have complete infor- 
mation on growing soybeans 
including varieties to plant if 
you are planting early, those 
to plant in the mid-season, 
and varieties to be planted 
after wheat or oats or rye are 
combined. If we can help 
you, get in touch with us. 


INTERESTING 


I was reading some an- 
nual reports that were made 
by the county agent in the 
mid-1940s. In 1946 Coffee 
County peanut producers 
planted about 70,000 acres. 
We plant 30,000 acres now. 
A lot of the 70,000 acres back 
then were harvested by hogs 
(or hogged off). But in 1946 
the average yield was 600 
pounds per acre. 

In 1947 the yield was 500 
pounds per acre. But as late 
as the very early 1960s, we 
were only averaging about 
1,000 pounds per acre. When 
you consider that the average 
yield a couple of years ago 
was 2,600 pounds, it is easy 
to see the progress that 
farmers have made in yields. 
For example, we are planting 
less than one-half the pea-

THE EASTER VICTORY 


Easter commemorates 
the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the grave. To the 
Christian this means victory 
over man’s most dreaded 
enemy. . .DEATH. But there 
is a bonus in Easter. . .it 
stands for other victories for 
man. 

1. First, of course, Easter 
stands for victory of LIFE 
over death. The worid says 
that nothing escapes death, 
and when bodies are laid in 
the earth to decay, that 
seems to be the end. Easter 
reminds us that this is not 
true, for it is LIFE, not death, 
that has the last word. 

Suppose you set out to kill 
an acre of land - all life in it. 
Using every effort you know, 
you might succeed in keep- 
ing anything from growing 
for a year or so, but seeds 
would sprout and things 
would grow again. You 
might keep trying year after 
year, but you would die and 
seeds fyisug dormant for 
years would sprout and grow 
after you were gone. Life 
will not stay defeated. 

2. Second, Easter stands 
for victory of goodness over 
evil. Jesus Christ was 
Goodness personified. When 
He was betrayed, He contin- 
ued to love. When He was 
crucified, He continued to be 
forgiving. If you want to see 
the dimensions of evil, look 
at the forces that put Jesus 
Christ on the cross. This 
same kind of evil still lives 
today - the kind of evil that 
Bers ne upper hand in 
government so that leaders 
cease to speak for and guard 
the interests of the people 
they govern. This evil can 
also get the upper hand in 
churches so that they cease 
to put God's purposes ahead 
of personal desires. The 
Easter story, however, re- 
minds us that even this kind 
of evil does not have the last 
word. In the case of Jesus, 
the church and the govern- 
ment joined forces to put

For City Projects 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board met Tuesday 
evening at S p.m. for the 
regular April meeting. All 
members were present and 
voting. Chairman Charles 
Hayes presided at the meet- 
ing. 

The board members 
voted to impose a $5.00 fee 
for handling partial pay- 
ments of utility bills, granted 
$57,000 to the city, and 
agreed to consider a water 
rate increase at the May 
meeting. Other business 
was the routine items the 
board must consider each 
month. 


The board heard a re- 
quest from Mayor Bob 
English for funds to buy the 
40 acres for the proposed 
recreation park just off Smith 
Avenue at a cost of $27,000. 
The project has been given 
“first priority _—status’’ 
approval for a 50-SO0 match- 
ing grant on this park and 
permission to buy the land in 
advance and still use it as 
in-kind contribution.

ed within 20 days. 

English also requested 
funds to construct the pro- 
posed aircraft maintenance 
hangar that the city council 
voted to construct and lease 
to a firm for doing aircraft 
repair. This building will 
cost $30,000. 

The board voted to honor 
the request by borrowing the 
money from the foca! banks 
and repaying the loan as time 
deposits became available 
and at a rate that would 
prevent the reserve funds 
from dropping below proper 
levels.

While reviewing the 


monthly operational cost and 
comparing it to the income 
from the system, Hayes 
pointed out that the sale of 
water was not enough each 
month to cover the expense 
of operating the system. 

After discussion by var- 
ious board members, Hayes 
asked English to secure rates 
from area towns, and that 
Hayes, English and Hawkins 
would prepare a formal pro- 
posal for the next board 
meeting on increasing the 
water rates, or at least the 
minimum rate. 

The board approved 
paying of monthly bills total- 
ing $7879.09, and was told 
that the only holdup on 
advertising for bids on the 
water expansion project was 
in securing land for a pro- 
posed booster station. 
Hawkins told the board that a 
meeting was set for this week 
with the owner of the pro- 
posed property, himself and 
the engineers of the project. 
After this is settled, the bids 
can be advertised, contracts 
let and construction could be 
underway by July.

a person is infected with this 
virus which causes inflam- 
mation of the brain, he will 
die unless proper treatment 
is begun without delay. 

If anyone is bitten by a 
domestic animal, every effort 
should be made to capture, 
Observe or destroy the 
animal. If the animal dies or 
is killed, its entire head 
should be packed in ice and 
sent to a public health labor- 
atory for immediate exami- 
nation. In the case of a wild 
animal, the animal should be 
destroyed without damaging 
the head. 

Rabies is carried by dogs, 
cats, foxes, skunks,raccoons, 
bats and other warm-blooded 


animals, says Dr. W.E. 
Birth. Humans may become 
infected in several ways. 


First, if bitten by a rabid

Dogs and cats which have 
received rabies vaccine in the 
past year are _ probably 
immune to rabies. However, 
if they have bitten a human, 
they should be examined and 
confined with a licensed vet- 
erinarian for 10 days. 

A person bitten by a 
Strange dog or cat should 
take the following precau- 
tions, Report the attack to a 
private physican or local 
health department. Capture 
the animal and take it to a 
veterinarian who will observe 
it closely for signs of rabies 
symptoms. If the animal 
begins to show signs of the 
disease or dies, the head 
should be sent to a state 
public health laboratory for 
examination.
